OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Harrisville : 

I  herein  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

If  I  were  to  express  in  a  few  words  a  philosophy  of  edu- 
cation with  a  psychological  background  it  would  recognize 
(1)  the  human  mind  as  the  most  unique,  delicately  poised 
and  wonderful  mechanism  the  world  has  ever  known;  (2) 
that  its  stimuli  are  obtained  through  the  so-called  "Windows 
of  the  Soul"  often  called  our  common  senses;  (3)  that  its 
products  are  the  conceptions,  ideations,  or  thoughts  resulting 
from  a  coalition  and  cooperation  of  mental  activity,  righte- 
ous feeling  and  power  of  decision  between  right  and  wrong. 

To  recognize  these  fundamental  truths  and  provide  the 
best  environment  for  their  healthy  function  and  development 
is  the  problem  of  public  education. 

Not  only  must  we  develop  the  so-called  skills  in  our 
schools  but  also  those  fundamental  requisites  essential  to  the 
highest  type  of  American  citizenship.  This  implies  the  cooper- 
ation of  the  school,  the  home  and  the  church. 

The  condition  of  business  is  sometimes  called  the  corner 
stone  of  our  educational  structure.  Therefore,  we  can  be 
more  optimistic  than  we  were  one  year  ago.  The  indices  of 
the  business  Avorld  are  on  the  up-grade.  Let  not  the  schools 
lag  behind.
